.Service Rifle Championship to 
outshool all other military res­ 
ervists firing in the 1959 world 
scries of shooting.

In the Navy Cup Match. Cap- 
1ain Krdnian fired a perfect 
100 score with nine shots in 
tlio V-ring to outshool some 
2Li()0 of tlie nation's lop rifle­ 
men, regular military, reser­ 
vists and civilian, to keep the 
covcled trophy in the Navy 
family.
